About this time it was understood that
Stephen W. Taylor, one of the Professors
in the Hamilton Literary & Theological
Institution, had resigned Lis place in that
Seminary, and it being known that he had
acquired from more than thirty years' ex-
perience as an educator, much knowledge
and practical wisdom relative to founding
and managing literary institutions, it was
thought all-important to interest him in
the enterprise; aecordingly, a commitice
was appointed for that purpese, aud the
serviees of Prof. Taylor were fortunatcly
procured, and on the 27th of Dec'r, 1845,
he arrived at Lewisburg.  After free, full
and repeated diseussions in sundry public
and private meetings, it was finally agroed
to make the attempt to establish a Univer-
sity at Lewisburg.  Prof. Taylor was re-
quired to draw up the form of a Charter,
and present it at a public meeting held in
Lewisburg, where it was nnanimously ap-
proved. It was then agreed, that Profl
Taylor should go to Harrishury aud or_e
its passage through the L
eordingly, in Janunary, 1840, ke ropaired
to Harrisburg, and after 17 days' indefat-
igable exertions suceceded in gettivg it
through both Houses, and on the Sth of
Feb. 1846t wasapproved by the Governor.

In order to put the University in funds,
and to lay a permanent foundation, it had
been propesed to mise One Hundreld
Thousand Deollars, by voluntary subscrip-
tions, payable, after eompleting the sub-
seription, in four equal annual instahments.
Subseription papers, therefore,were put in
sirculation, and public meetings ealled—
citizens, other than Baptists, imbibed like-
wise the spirit of the enterprise,and cheer-
fully added their names to the subseription
list. Prof. Taylor was then despatched to
Philadelphia, with the subscription list:,
and a eopy of the Charter, and spent con-
siderable ‘time there in presenting the
claims of new enterprise to a nuuler
of brethren of that city, who notwithstan-
ding the frequent demands on (hem for
various Lonevolent objects, proved them-
selves willing to aid the great enterprise
with a liberal hand.

Rev. E. Kincaid was early employed as
an Agent to solicit subseriptions—still,
however, another Agent was deemed indis-
pensable, as the field to canvass was very
large. Every eye was turned toward Rev.
Wm. Shadrach, then residing in Philad.,
as the most suitable co-ndjutor of Mr.Kin-
caid ; and after many urgent solicitations,
he was indueed to leave the charge of an
interesting church to endure the bardships
